College administrators this weekend will ask 
the board of trusteés to approve a 10 to 20 percent 


increase in tuition, room, board, and fees, if St. 


Michael’s follows the lead of comparable private 


colleges. David LaMarche, assistant to the presi- 


dent, said he could*not release the figures at press 
time because he and other administrators were “in 
the midst of coming up with the final numbers.” 
President Edward L. Henry and Vice President 
for Fiseal Affairs Ernest Guilmain Jr. will present the 
proposed comprehensive fee schedule to the board’s 


Finance and Budget Committee on Friday morn- 


ing. The full 30-member board must then approve 
the plan in its general meeting Friday afternoon, 
LaMarche said. 

LaMarche said that a preliminary polling of 
“about a dozen” competitive colleges indicates 
that the average price increase for those colleges 
will be approximately 13 percent in 1982-83. A 13 
percent increase for St. Michael’s would mean an

The comprehensive fees will increase at least 
10.35 percent to cover the average-change in the 
cost of living from December 1980 to December 
1981, according to LaMarche. The cost of living 
for educational institutions is slightly higher than 
the Consumer Price Index indicates because edu- 
cation is “people-oriented, rather than capital- 
oriented,” he said. A special Higher Education 
Price Index is usually used to measure the cost of 
living for colleges, but Lamarche said he has not 
yet received the latest figure for 1981. 

The final pricetag for an education at St. Michael's 


in 1982-83 will be based on a preliminary budget> 


developed by President Henry and the college’s 
five vice presidents, cost of living increases as meas- 
ured by the CPI and HEPI, and the going market 
price for colleges similar to St. Michael’s, accord- 
ing to LaMarche.

Hockey, tuition, salaries 


top agenda for trustees

The St. Michael’s College board of trustees will be meeting 
this coming weekend to discuss three major issues, according to 
David LaMarche, assistant to President Edward L. Henry 

The Facilities and Personnel Committee will be presenting an 


update report on the school’s new housing project and rehabilita- 


tion of the quad dorms, LaMarche said. The committee is not 
expected to make any specific requests for a resolution from the 
board. 

The college’s Financial Committee will meet Friday morning 


to prepare a request for approval on an increase in the comprehen- 


sive cost of attending St. Michael’s. LaMarche added that the 
committee would also recommend faculty salaries for the 
1982-1983 school year. In addition, the committee treasurer will 
provide the trustees with a report on the school’s monetary 
standing for the first half of this fiscal year. 

The Student Policy Committee will present a report by the 
athletic task force. “We don’t at this point, expect any requests for 
a resolution,” (from this committee) LaMarche said. 


Update reports will be received by the board from the follow- 


ing committees: The Nominations Committee, which recommends 
replacements for openings on the board of trustees; the Honors 
Committee, which will review its guidelines for awards recipients 
at commencement; the Development Committee, concerned 
primarily with fund raising for the college’s growth, and the 
Educational Policy Committee, which will discuss the possibility of 
a doctorate program in education. The trustees are not expected 
to vote on any of these issues at this time, LaMarche said. 


The remaining two committees, the Audit Committee and the 


Executive Committee, will not be meeting at this time. 


Each of the committees is composed of representatives from 


the student bodythe faculty and the trustees, LaMarche said. 
The committees meet to discuss their various goals and needs 


and, based on those goals, a report or request may come before | 


the trustees for a final decision. 


The Executive Committee normally does not meet on the | 


weekend of a trustees meeting, LaMarche said. Its function is to 


take necessary trustee-level measures if needed during the absence | 


of the actual board. 


The Audit Committee meets on an annual basis to present its | 
report to the board. This year, the committee will meet in preparation | 


for the board’s meeting on the first full weekend in May 

The board of trustees meeting is composed of 30 voting 
trustees, two non-voting associated trustees and the president of 
the S.A., Greg Kaknes who is also non-voting. 
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Internships replace 
classes with jobs

Patrick Ryan did not want to 
spend his senior year taking “gut” 
courses to fill up his schedule. He 
now spends 10 hours a week as 
a stockbroker administrative assis- 
tant at his internship within Dean 
Witter Reynolds, Inc. 

By talking with the stockbrok- 
ers, evaluating stock and bond 
transactions and “prospecting” 
for more investors, the business 
administration major said he is 
learning about the business world 
in a way that could not be taught 
in the classroom. 

Ryan, 21, said he is the young- 
est member of the firm. Working 
with older people has given him 
practical experience in business 
relations and a better sense of 
the “real world.” The internship 
will give him a “foot in the door” 
at the employment market after 
graduation, he said. 

Finding this internship was not 
easy, Ryan said, because he had 
to do all of the work on his own. 
He had to call several compa- 
nies in Burlington before he found 
Dean Witter Reynolds to spon- 
sor him. Ryan said that St. Mi- 
chael’s should set up a better 
internship program to help stu- 
dents find sponsors. 

Academic Dean Ronald Pro- 
vost said there is an obligation 
on the college’s part to do more 
to help students with internships. 
The school is now looking into 
ways to structure and develop a 
more intensive program, but it 
will take time, he’said. There are 
about 15 students a year that 
participate in internships, he said. 

Wendy Saville, coordinator of 
job placement at the Student 
Resource Center, said that it has 
been harder for her to help with 
internships since Fred Schneider, 
who ran the program, left in 
November. 

Senior Joyce Desautels, an 
accounting major, said she obtain- 
ed her internship through the 
business department. George For- 
tune and Robert Kenny profes: 
sors in the department, set up a 
program at RF. Lavine Co, in 
downtown Burlington, she said. 


’ Desautels and junior Denise 
Dubois each work 16 hours a 
week filling out individual and 
corporate tax retums and auditing. 
They receive 6 credits each for 
their semester internships. The 
two women check in with their 
faculty advisers about every two 


weeks for feedback and discus- 


sions. 

Desautels, whose only previous 
experience had been tutoring 
accounting, said this internship 
has helped her get a closer look 


at her major with practical expe- 


rience. “The people at the firm 
are very helpful and understand 
that we're not experienced,” she 
said. 


Dubois said that her intern- 
ship is a “great learning experi- 


ence.” “You can't say for sure 
that you'll like it, but you will learn 
more about the field no matter 
what,” she said. 

Senior Phil Mosier, a political 


science major, said that he con- 


vinced Winooski City Manager 
Leo Clark to sponsor him in an 
internship after he worked there 
last summer. 

Mosier spends 16 hours a 
week as a management analyst 


studying budgets, taxes) expen- 
ditures and has researched col- 


lective bargainging procedures for 
the Winooski Police Department. 


“St. Michael’s offers fine aca- 


demic courses but internships 


allow you to relate academics _ 


with practical experience,” he said. 

Mosier takes three courses 
along with the six credits he 
receives for the internship. He 
keeps a journal for his adviser 
David Baker, a political science 
professor. 

Mary Jane Kelly a junior busi- 
ness major, spends her internship 
at Channel 22, WEZF in the sales 
department. She is helping the 
station get an advertising ac- 
count from a large chain store in 
the Burlington area. 

~ Kellysummed up the thoughts 
of all the interns, stressing the 


positive aspects of her internship. 
“So many people get out of col- 
lege and don't know what to do. 


At least I'll know from: practical 
experience what I like and don't 
like.”

LaMarche said the administration is working 
with a preliminary budget figure of “somewhere in 
the area of $14 million” for. 1982-83, but the 
trustees will not act on the total budget until its 
spring meeting. 

Tuition and fees, which comprise approximately 
80 percent of the college’s total revenues, and 
salaries, which comprise about 50 percent of its 
expenditures, will be the focus of this weekend’s 
meeting, he said. Administrators will be left to 
balance the remaining expenditures and revenues 
for board approval in April. 

Last year the trustees boosted the standard ~ 
comprehensive fee $1,150 per student to the cur- : 
rent $6,850 charge — “double the largest increase 
in the history of the college” —President Henry 
told students in 1981. Even though some of the 
college’s competitors— St. Anselm’s, Holy Cross,

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Overenrollment 


Skyrocketing energy costs and the specter of declining enroll- 
ments have justified tuition hikes in the past. Old buildings had to be 
retrofitted, now townhouses and fountains built, a computer science 
department added, the library upgraded, and financial aid in- 
creased —all to keep students coming back to St. Michael’s in an era 
when economics and demographic trends may force many colleges 
to close. 

Few would argue the necessity of such financial planning. How- 
ever, we do object to the enrollment figures used in determining 
tuition vs. budget expenditures. St. Michael’s has a “tradition” of 
planning its budgets around annual enrollments of 1,500 under- 
graduate students. Every student beyond that number constitutes a 
“surplus,” and that means more money for the college. 

Enrollments have exceeded 1,500 since 1973. St. Michael's 
registered an all-time high of 1,642 students in 1980-81, and 1,638 
last September. The admissions office is optimistic that such enroll- 
ments will continue (at least in the near future), but the accounting 
department continues to budget at 1,500. 

By “overenrolling” in the last decade, the college has generated 
enough “surplus” revenues to put back into plant improvements, 
financial aid, and computers. Certainly these are all worthy invest- 
ments, but why not budget for them in the first place and charge 
tuition based on real enrollments? 

Students and faculty have paid the price of overenrollment in the 
past: overloaded classes, limited course selections and overcrowded 
housing. The academic reputation of St. Michael’s is growing and its 


short-term enrollments appear solid. So why ask today’s students at” 


today’s enrollment levels to produce surplus funds for declining 
enrollments that may never come? 


A club sport grows up ~ 


This weekend the St. Michael’s College board of trustees will 
consider a list of recommendations made by the Athletic Task Force, 
which over the past 18 months has conducted a comprehensive 
study of the school’s sports picture. 

It is believed that the task force report calls for the elevation of the 
college’s club hockey team to the varsity level. This would be a major 
accomplishment for a program that has had a 10-year history as a 
club sport. 

The players, through their dedication to the sport have brought 
respectability to St. Michael's hockey program. Tom Burke, Tom 
Farrell, and Bob “Emmet” Manning have labored for four years to 
win attention for the hockey team. But much of the credit lies with 
Frank Megan of Exeter, NH., whose son Mark plays on the team. 
Megan has organized the Friends of St. Michael’s Hockey, which has 
raised funds to supplement the team’s club budget, and pressed for 
the varsity decision. 

The efforts of these individuals should be praised. A varsity 
hockey program at St. Michael’s would be a great boost to the 


athletic department. Hockey, as a club sport, has gotten little atten- 


tion from the majority of faculty and administration who still lament 
the “golden years” of St. Michael’s basketball. It is time the college 
recognized the sacrifices that are endured by the club hockey players. 
Through the efforts of Megan and the players, the hockey team 
has shown the college that it is ready and capable of becoming a 
Division III hockey team. Hopefully the board’s. decison this week- 
end will be that St. Michael’s is ready to make hockey a varsity sport.

After some very fierce handshaking, back- 


rubbing, and possibly even monetary cal- 
culations, the Northwest Alaskan Pipeline 
Co. was given the contract to build the 
pipeline. 

Plans were drawn up; 1987 was set as 


_ the completion date for the project and, 


as calculated, construction on the pipeline 
was begun. Unfortunately, after a short 
while, the oil company realized that it was 


a bit short on money and that its allot- 


ment of funds would allow the pipeline to 
reach only as far as Walrusville, Saskatch- 


ewan (a small Eskimo town in Canada 
where oil is rarely used). 


The slight underestimation. of produc- 


tion costs—the company was about $40 
billion short—was blamed on bad batteries 


in a calculator, and all was soon forgiven. 


However, the problem of how to finish the 
pipeline was still unresolved. So, just as 
any other small American businessman 
would have done, John McMillian, the 
president of the pipeline company, asked 
the banks for enough cash to get the job 
done. 

The bank owners snappily whipped 
out their own calculators and calculated 
that $40 billion was just a bit too much 
money to tie up in a project that very 
possibly would never be completed. The 


uncertainty was due to a variety of factors, 
including rising production costs, discov- 
ery of cheaper more convenient resources, 


and plain bad luck. 

Mr. McMillian, his oil company and the 
other utility companies with interest in 
the project, were decidedly upset by these 
calculations and complained that the banks 


must also be using faulty calculators. 


Henceforth they decided to approach those 


guys with the most fast-dealing, free- 


wheeling and space-aged calculators in 


the entire world—The United States Con- 


gress. 
But before they ‘actively’ niesche 
the members of Congress, the compa- 


nies decided to make a few rather calcu- 


lated political moves. They hired the law 


firm of Democratic Party National Chair-.

When McMillan and company finally 
approached the House of Representatives

Dreyfuss fights for death

“Whose Life Is It Anyway?” is a pleasant surprise. 
In the first five minutes of the movie, when a car 
accident leaves Ken Harrison (Richard Dreyfus) a 
quadraplegic, a fear of doom washed over this 
reviewer. Visions of a male version of “The Other 
Side of the Mountain” bombarded me, and I was 
afraid that for the next two hours I would watch 
Dreyfus bravely attempt to make a “comeback.” 
But this movie is not about a fight for life; it is about 
a fight for death. 

The movie, now playing at the Nickelodeon in 
Downtown Burlington, is taken from the play by 
Briand Clark, and is directed by John Badham. 
These people made a wise decision; even though 
most of the movie takes place in a Boston hospital, 
they did not give us-scene after scene of physical 
therapy and pain. Instead, they put aside a lot of 
the physical, and focused on the mental and emo- 
tional aspects of being a quadraplegic. 

Dreyfus delivers a touching performance with- 
out too much sentimentality and teariness. In his 
most serious role to date, he is convincing as a 
former sculptor with nothing left but his “conscious- 
ness.” Because he has “lost his manhood,” he 
fights the hospital and the law for the right to end 
his life. 

Dreyfus is a pleasing quadraplegic. He still 
gives viewers the same dry sense of humor and 
hilarious one-liners of “The Good-bye Girl,” but 
because of all the underlying meaning and innu- 


endo, the humor is more memorable. When a 
doctor asks Harrison how he is, he replies, “Oh, 
fine, I was just practicing lying here.” After he has 
trouble breathing and fights against the oxygen he 
is given to keep him alive he jokes, “This hospital 
will kill no quad before its time.” 

A few scenes stand out as the most touching. 
After six months of lying useless in his hospital 
bed, Harrison tells his dancer girlfriend Pat (Christina 
Lahti) to leave him alone and go start a new life. 
When she objects, he tells her that her presence 
tortures him because she reminds him of “the way 
things were.” As the tears flow, the realization that 
he can’t-even wipe his eyes drives him to his deci- 
sion to die. 

Bob Balahan is hysterical as the African orderly 
(Charlie) who pals around with Harrison. He under- 
stands Harrison's fight for an honorable death a 
little better than the rest of the hospital staff, but 
still chides Harrison on his “silly fight to die.” One 
of the funniest scenes in the movie is when the 
orderly and a student nurse sneak Harrison out of 
bed and down to the laundry room, where they 
have secreted Charlie’s punk-reqgae band. 

One can't help but admire Harrison for his 
courageous battle against the system. He refuses 
tranquilizers because he is afraid his mind will be 
taken away from him, and he doesn’t want it .ren- 
dered as useless as his body. He screams at doc- 
tors for not being able to “relate to their patients 
like human beings,” and he poignaritly asks the 
court to set him free from his “life sentence.” Does 
he win? It’s up to you to find out.

State, spent $4,725 on transpor- 
- tation last year. 

Also, Plymouth State’s over- 
all budget for 1980-81 was 
$12,149, and this did not include 
ice time because Plymouth plays 
on an outdoor facility However, 
Plymouth did spend $1,250 more 
on coaching than Megan calls 
for in his budget. But St. Michael’s 
would also have to spend $2,475 
or better for ice time, which 
Plymouth doesn't. 

Another school in New Eng-

One of the factors to be de- 
cided before the team becomes 
a varsity sport is the cost. Hockey 
is a very expensive sport, as ice 
time alone is $30 an hour. But 
transportation is the biggest ex- 
pense for any St. Michael's team. 
“Athletically, we're at the end of 
the earth,” Markey said, because 
the school is isolated from the 
New England sports scene by dis- 
tance.

St. Michael’s practices at Essex 
Rink, usually from 5:30-7:30 in 
the morning, and plays its home 
games at Essex and Leddy Park 
in Burlington. These arenas are 
also used by up to eight area 
high schools and numerous youth 
leagues. St. Michael’s usually gets 
whatever ice time is left over for 
its games. 

Assistant Athletic Director Zafir 
Bludevich said that control of ice 
time is the key to the whole varsity 
hockey picture. “We are at the 
mercy of the hockey rinks for 
practice and game times,” he said, 
adding that a goal of a varsity 
hockey team would be to ulti- 
mately have our own facility. But 
he admits this would cost a lot of 
money—more that might be bet- 
ter spent elsewhere. 

Markey said that getting a rink 
for St. Michael’s would require a 
“miracle,” and even if one was 
built, it would be a losing prop- 
osition to run it. He noted that 
the costs of maintaining ice is so 
high, that even rinks in Massa- 


chusetts have been turned into 
warehouses, even though ice » 
rental time is three times that of 
Vermont. 

Instead Markey said he would 
like to see the North Campus 
Gym renovated into an ice rink. 
He said that it would cost about 
$500,000 to knock out the walls 
and construct an open-ice arena 
under the existing roof. This would 
be a more than adequate practice 
facility Markey said. But there is 
currently no money for such a 
renovation. 

Such a facility would not only 
benefit the hockey team, but the 
student body as a whole, Blud- 
evich said. “If we had a rink on 
campus, it would make the players 
and the sport more visible, but at 
the same time it would also pro- 
vide a real intramural program,” 
he said. But even Megan agrees 
that such a facility is not econom- 
ically feasible for the school right 
now, as it would still be cheaper 
to rent ice at Essex, even if at 
off-peak hours.

The St. Michael’s College 
men’s basketball team came 
through with an all-around effort

The victory over the Yellow 
Jackets meant a split of a four 
game road trip for the Knights 
and moved its record back over 


the .500 mark at 10-9. 


Meanwhile, St. Michael’s wo- 


men’s team was back on the road 
again. Following their one game 
“home stand,” the Knights were 


defeated by Franklin-Pierce Col- 


lege 68-49 on the same night as 
the men’s victory They came back

Antrim was understandably 


happy with his team’s play It was 
the coach’s first victory over AIC, 
a team which this season has 
been- ranked as high as fifth in 
New England Division II. 

“It was a very emotional win 
for us,” Antrim said. “We showed 
a tremendous amount of cour- 
age, especially when they had 
cut the lead to two.” 

The victory over the Yellow 
Jackets may have earned the 
Knights some respect from the 
Springfield area press. Following
